The Patron Saint of Ireland.

Who le Was and What He Was—low
He Has Figured in Mistory
and Story, Ete

I will be well for every man who ig here.
after born Lo be great to have the time, place,
and cireumstances of his birth carefully noted
down by some one who happens to be pregent
on that important oooasion. Sach a precan-
tion will save a vast amonnt of specnlation
and dispute, when the grest man has been
slumbering in his grave for centuries. And if
such a precantion hind been taken in the fourth
vontnry, we should now be able to state with
]ll‘lw!'i..'\il‘l’l the nativity of Patrick, Apostle and
Patron Saint of Ireland, As It is, we are
foreed to content ourseélves with saying that
he entered upon his earthly careéer about the
yuar A. P, 372, while It 158 guite impossible to
Jdetermine whether England, Scotlind, Wales,
or Frauve has the best olaim o be considered
the country of his birth. Thg high-sounding
name of Patrick, however, {8 considerod as
proving bevond all doubt or cavil that he was
of respactable, and even of aristocratic
parentage.  Be that as it may, when bat six-
teen years of ags he was stolen away by a
band of I-i'!'nt-"-. ll_\' whom he was =old inte
glavery in Ireland, For seven years thereafier
his master compollod him to follow the humble
ovgtpation of # swineherd on Mount Sleamish,
in connty Antrim, MHis yoars ol in-llr‘:tg» Were
not altogether wasted, howevar, for during
that period he was able to nequaint himsel(
intimately with the langnage, manners, and
vustoms of the hepthens who then inhabited
the Emerald Isle.

e contrived in the end to escape from cap-
tivity, and after encountering innunmeragble
perils, both by land and sen, to make way to
thie continent, where he entered the Church,
and was sucoessively ordnined deacon, priest,
and bishop. Then, aymed with the authority
of Poper Celestine, he rettirnmd 10 the svenes of
his bondage, und commenced to preach the

o l
le}'n'l to the unregencrate Trish. At the
¢lose of the fourth century, this task was
somewhat more diffionlt than it is at present.
Bishop Patrivk wasg obstructed in his Christian-
Jzing labors not only by the inborn obstinaoy
ol the people to whom he preached, hut by
the lormidable oppedition of the [ll‘i""l‘t of the
old Drnidical superstition. These Druids, being
minigters of a false faith, uecessarily dealt in
magie, mystary, and miracles of the most
astonnding character; and they directed their
infernal machinations against the good bishop
with so much #eal and success that he was
forced to resort to the same manner of war-
fare, Bishop Patrick therefore cursed the
fortile lands of his antagonists, and they be-
came barven: he enrsed their fecining rivers,

his innooence, the people belisving that a de-
claration to that effact, whin fKirely made by
one who had placed his right hand wpon the
reliv, womld remder Lim lable 1o the most
frightful torture, as a cmobined punishment
for his guilt and sacriloge.

To-morrow being the 17th of March, it will
be obwerved by our fullow-citizens of Irish birth
and descent in a manner becoming the anni-
veraary of the death of Ireland's Patron Saint,
Pontifiual High Mass will be sung by the Right
Rev. Bishop Wood, at 8t. Patrick’s Chureh,
ot Twenticth and Loocust streets, the gervioes
commencing at half-past 10 o’elook; after
which, the Very Rev, James O'Connor, Rector
of 8. Charles® Seminary, will deliver the Pane-
gyric of the Baint. # the anniversary this
yeur fnlls on Sunday, the secular observance
of it will not take place nntil the day following,

There has long been gurrent a pretanded be-
lief that such a thing as & clear day on the
17th of March was a wonder not to be thought
of. Whether the demorallzation of the ele-
ments which is then eonfidently anticipated,
i¥ owing to the fuct that the ghost of the good
bishop who a'ln\mrlml this life so many years
ago Ia on that day in the habit of revisitin
this muondane sphere, or whether it is ‘.-mm-”
Ly the infernal rejoicings of the Druids,
snakes, and tonds which he so remorselessly
exorviged while in the flesh, we are not at pre-
wnt informed, Certain it is, however, that
to-morrow bids fair to be anything bat fair,
from the present indications of the weather.
We cannot conseientionsly wigh it otherwise;
lor we have no passion for anomalies, and the

ghining of the sun on St. Patrick’s Day is ns
much of an anomaly as would be the squirm-
ing of aserpent on one of the tombs of Ire-
land's Patron Saint,

Thus, hap-
pening with hiz followers one cold worming
to be in a mountainous loeality, without a
fire wiherewith towarm his limbs and
his breakiast, the good bishop,

The bishop's followers therenpot thaweld
thcimanlves  and l-l'tll'l'e'aln'll T thelr
breakfast, warveling much,

But the greatest achievement of Bishop
Patrick in the miraculous way was Lis famonus
ernsade againgt the suakes and other venom-
ous reptiles which at that time intested the
Funerald Isle. The good bishop procured a
drum, opon which he thwmped away with
such hearty zeal, that reptiles of all kinds and
sizes rushied trantically into thesea,  But be-
fore he had entirely driven out these pests, hy
an nnfortunate stroke a hole was made in the
instriument, and his task wonld have been in-
vomplete, had not an angel opportunsly ap-
peared and mended it.  The dr, patel and
all, was long preserved and exhibited, as a hioly
relic of the Deliverer of Ireland from the pes-
tilence of snokes. While engaged in this
landable andertaking, it is said that Bishop

cook

Patrivk chained & monstroug serpont in the
Loungh Dilveen, one of the seven likes of the
Gaunltie Mountaios, bidding him there remuin
till Monday. According to the popular balial
of the neighborhood, the serpent still continues
in bondage at the bottom of the lake, but every
Monday withont fail he lifts up Lig voice and
says—**"Tis a long Monday, Patrick.’" Sowme
years ago, a person who was endowed with
mora curiosity than good sense, tarned half a
dozen harmless snukes looge in the very neigh-
borhood of one of the bishop's burial-places.
A widespread alarm was the resull, some
arguing that the unwelvome serpsnts por-
tended thevertain approach of the millenninm,
while others were equally certain that the in-
habitants were abeut o be decimated by the
cholera morbus; but befors sither catastrophe
happened the snakes wers remorselessly de-
stroyml,

Bighop Patrick continned his Iabors for the
evangelization of Ireland for & long time and
with grant success; and, finally, acoording to
the acceptad acconnt, he was ealled to a better
world while gojourning at Bsul, onthe 17th of
March, A. D. 493, being then in the one hun-
dred and twenty-first year of his age. The
place of his burial, like that of many other
wonderful men, I8 involved in guite ns mueh
obsenurity as that of his birth, more than one
locality laying clnim  to the high distinetion.
The weight of the anthorities, howaver, is in
favor of the supposition that he reposes in
Downpatrick, and that side by side with his
remging are those of Saint Bridget and Saint
Columb, For many years past an humbly
family residing in the wneighborhood of
Belfast have had in - their possession
a silver ghrine, curiously embossed and
evidently of great antiquity, in which
is enclosed the jaw-bone of the Bishop.
Not many years ago there were five teath at-
tached toit, but thres of them woere removed
and given to members of the family who were
about emigrating to this country, while a
fourth was deposited under the altar of the
Chaypel of Derriaghy, on the oocasion of its re-
building not long since. The fifth tooth atill
remains attached to the jaw-bone. This relic
ig sppposed to possess the power of reliaving
certain kinds of sickness, of counteracting
the wicked conjurings of witches, and avért-
ing the infnence of the evil eys, It wasa, like.
wise, formerly called ipto requisition when a
person acouned of a crime wished to establish
